From thefe Principles we may infer, that in the times which 
receded Mofes, the Doftrine of the Church contain’d all the 
‘ffentials of Religion. 1. It taught that God alone was wor- 
thy to be ador’d, that he was Infinite, Omnifcient and Omni- 
prefent. 2, That he is the Creator and: Preferver of the World. 
3. That the Diforders of fin happen only by his Permiffion. 
4. That his. Jnftice has always its Lye upon the A€tions of Men, 
to obféerve what they do, either good or evil, in order to reward 
or punifh them. 5. That the Earth is not the Place of Rewards, 
and that in the prefent Life God indifferently brings Adverfity 
and Profperity on the good or the bad. 6. That, befides God’s 
General G fs to all Creatures, there is Mercy. referv’d for 
thofe that wait upon him; there was prepar’d for the latter 
days,a Saviour, a Redeemer, a Shilob, a Blefled Seed, a Peace- 
Maker, which fhould deliver the Church from its Captivity, and 
deftroy the Empite of the Devil. 7. That a Confidence in the 
Goodnefs of God and Faith in his Promifes, join’d with Repen- 

tance, is the only means to obtain God’s Favour. 8. That 
Death, as well as the other Enemies ot the Church, muft be 
vanquifh’d, and that by the Refurre€tion God would take away 
from Death as many Menas it had kill’d. After this it would 
fsem we cannot.deny to this Church, a very diftiu&t Knowledge 
and firm Faith of the Immortality of the Soul, and of the Re- 
wards and Punifhments of the Life to come. If it be not ex-. 
prefly mention’d in the Books from whence we draw this Theo- 
logy of thofe ancient Believers, it’s becaufe they reckon’d it 
ufelefs, for thofe Truths are the Principles that are prefup- 
posd inall Religion; and without which it would be impoffi-. 
ble to imprint upon our Minds any fear of God. This is the 
moft folid Anfwer that can be given to thofe who feem furpriz’d;

 pos'd of themfélves, they are there taught Hiftorically, and as 

it were rather occafionally than dogmatically, and on purpofe; 
for Inftance, Zob does not tell us that we ought to believe ano- 
ther Life and Refurre€tion, but fimply explains to us the Moti- 
ons of his Beart, and what were the Confolations that fiupported 


him in his Difgrace, from whence we learn what was the Faith. 


of Believers in thofe Times. 

M. Furiew does not take upon him to determine whether they 
knew any thing of the Holy Trinity, butthinks that thefe words, 
Let us make Man, Man is become as one of us, &c.. might 
give them fome Idea’s of a Plurality inthe Deity. He.does nor 
lay much ftrefS on thofe Paflages we extra&t: from Jewifh Au 
thors, nor from feveral Pagan Philofophers which feem to have 
taught the Trinity, becaufe all thefe Authors having: liv’d after 
Jefiis Chrift, might borrow that Doétrine from. the Chriftians. 
All that P/ato faid who liv’d before Chrift, is perhaps am: Enig- 
ma that has a quite contrary fenfé to what we. give it.. The 
word {0 celebrated among the P/atomicks, was in truth nothing 
but the. Divine Underftanding and Reafon, for the. word Logos 
fignifies botli reafon andthe word. 

We know that the Church before Mo/es had:no written word, 
it is. not. becaufe the. Legiflator invented the Art of Writing, as 


fome learned Men pretend, our Author refutes this Opinion by. 


Reafons, which feem unfwerable. Only he may have been the 
firft who compos’ Books to preferve.the Memory of things 
paft, and to leave us a Syftem-of well concerted Laws. But we 
cannot doubt that the ancient Fathers were guided by Revelati- 
ons vive voce,. If fome. among. them wrote any thing, the ufe 


of thofe Writings was only for their Families, and not for the. 
Church, which knew no Sacred Writings before Mofes. Thefe . 
ancient Patriarchs had fuch a familiar. Converfation with the» 


Deity, that their Spirit of Prophecy was Hereditary, and {def- 
cended fromthe Father to him, whom:God had chofen ‘to be the. 
Chief of the Family of the Patriarchs. 

Whea it’s faid that Exoch walk’d with God, it does not fig- 


nifie fimply that he was an honeft, vertuous Man, but-that he had . 


always a very familiar Converfation with the ery s fo God

took him away, and he appear’d.no more. St..Fude has = 
crated. 
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crated Enochs Propheey by inférting it in his Epiftle, but'M. Fu- 
view does not ‘diffemble the “Difficulties that. may ‘be’ rais‘d_ 
againft’ this little part ‘of Canonical Writings. The Battle of 
Michael the Arch-angel with the Devil about Mo/es’s Body, is 
found only in Apoeryphal Books. Origen fays, this Hiftory is 
taken from a Book call’d the Afcenfion of Mo/fes, which, was 
full of Dreams’ atid Fables. But what is yet more ftrange,’ 
the’ ‘Author-of this. Ep'ftle attributed to St. Fude, plainly 
receives the: Fable’of the Angels, who lay with the Daughters 
of Men before the Flood, from whence {prung Giants. For he 
fays v. 7.. That the Cities of Sodom and Gomorrah in like manner 
giving themfelves over to Fornication, vz. that thofe Angels 
juft before 'mention’d; did not keep the Purity of their Original, 
and abandon’d their Habitation. He charges the Angels with 
falling into the fame Sin with Sodom and Gomorrah; which is to 
turn afidevafter ftrange Flefh and commit Fornication. This 
makes fome*fufpect that St. Fude was not the Author of this 
Epiftle, but:orie of thofe firft Chriftians, full of Zeal and Piety, 
who gave too much. Credit to thefe Apocryphal Pieces, which 
were fo‘numerous in that Century. Pe Bhi Thi 
Tho’ the Book of “Evoch be wholly fabulous, yet fince it’s 
oftem mention’d, M. Fzriex has thought fit to to’infert the Frage 
ments of itin his Treatifé as a curious Piece.'- He thinks it 
was ‘not compos’d till after the Rife and Settlement of Chri- 
{tianity ,. by -one of ‘thofé Fanaticks, of which the ancient 
Church had many, who made a horrible mixture of the Plato- 
nick ~Philofophy and Chriftian Divinity. So that Sca/iger is 
much miftaken to think that the Paffage of the Prophecy of 
Enoch, whichis quoted by St: Fude; was taken from’ that . fa- 
bulous Book. It’s much more probable, that the Impoftor who 
forg’d the Book, took occafion for his Forgery from St. Jude’s 
Epiftle.. As for St. Fude. he took this Oracle that he quotes 
from Tradition. St. Paw/ has often founded on the’ fame 
bottom,for tho’ the Jewifh Tradition was.corrupted,yet it ‘was not 
alrogether fo... ; Olay er 
To return to the Spirit.of Prophecy of thefe firft Ages, 
M. Furiew proves, that this Spirit was Hereditary in the Pofteri- 
ty of Noah to Mofes. We wrong Balaam when we reckon him 
a falfe Prophet and Magician. .It.appears by Scripture, that he 
was really infpired by the Spirit of God, tho’ otherwife he was 
a very bad Man... It’s the humour of} fome People to be exceflive 
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in,evety thing, whether it be good or evil, Our Author ob- 
ferves it in feveral Places,and does oft-times fo draw the Pigtures of 
fome:Men‘as they feem, altogether new, but -are perhaps more 
to the Life than thofe that are commonly drawn by others. 

As to the Morals of the Patriarchs who liv’d before Mo/és,to 
examine them in order, our Author runs thro’ the {even Precepts 
cal?’d Noachides, and ihews the Opinion of the firft Fathers on 
eich of thofe Precepts; after having fhown thar the five firft 
edntain ‘an Abridgment of the Decalogue, that the 6th is an 
Abridgment'of the Political and Civil Laws, and that the 7th 
iga Ceremonial Command. Thefe Precepts alfo furnifh him an 
occafion to {peak of the Jewifh Profelytes, and firft of thofe of 
Juftice, they were fuch who, embrac’d the whole Jewifh Religi- 
on,and 2dly theProfelyres of the Gate,who oblig’d themfeves only 
to'the obfervation of-the Precepts call’d Noachides... The latter 
were not incorporated in the Jewifh Nation ; and tho’ the Jews 
believed, they were in’ a ftate of Salvation; yet.they wete Parta- 
kérs of none of their-Priviledges, ‘bur weré reputed legally un- 
clean, as the other Heathens were; The Jews durft not eat at 
their Table, left-they -fhould give them feveral Meats, which the 
Lay had forbid them toeat. But nothing hindred a Jew from.en- 
tertaining at-his Table a Profelyte of, the Gate; ‘firce he was af-. 
fur'’d, ‘that, at his Table he had none burlawful Meats... Thefe. 
are the ‘Profelytes of the Gate, who are fo often Call’d “in, rhe’ 
AGs, exBodvst,’a' Word ‘we have: tranflated, Pidus Men, fearing 
God, ferving-God: This may ferve for’a Key to underftand. 
many Paflages’ of. the Sacred Writings, a8 M. Furicz {hows by. 
feveral‘Examples too long to’ be inferted here, but worth reading,

ferd to God ‘Saerifites for his*Children, *Pis. uty 
that the eldeft of thé Pamifie Te th Right $f "Sacrificing ex-* 
dufive ‘of the youngers“but this “wanss Explatiadén.s “To fer’ 
in-General, all Men*were borti Sacrifiters; with dit diftintion of - 
the-eldeft and--youngefts as-appears’by uncontrovertible Argu-” 
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ments adduc’d by our Author. As foon as the Children of a Fa- 
mily left their Father’s Houfe to make a feparate Family, they 
became the ‘Priefts of their own Family. Nay, after the Law 
of Mofes all Men perform’d the Office of Priefts, as ap in 
the Paffover, which was a real Sacrifice. So that when the 
Children of the Family were in their Father’s Houfe, they could 
not facrifice of their own, becaufe they had nothing properly of 
their own, and confequently could give nothing. But, as foon as 
thofe Children were out of their Father's Houfe, were Married 
and had a Family and Eftate, they had a right to make Offer. 
ings themfelves. So that all that was peculiar to the eldeft was, 
that as they had the -. of Royalty, tho’ it did not hinder 
the Father of the Family’s having Authority in his own Houfe, 
fo he exercifed the Priefthood in a more excellent manner, but 
it..was divided amongft all the Brothers when they came to 
found feparate Families, The Cadets of one Honfe were only 
the Priefts of their own Family, and were not naturally fo in 
the Families of their Brothers, But. the eldeft was the Prieft of 
all his younger Brothers, and had a Right to affemble them and 
facrifice for them. 

Melchifidec made too confiderable a Figure in the Church bes 
fore the Law, not to deferve our Authors Attention. He thinks 
it was Chem the Son of Noab. We generally form a very falfe Idea 
of that ancient Patriarch and his Pofterity. It’s alledg’d that 
the whole Land of Canaan was Idolaters long before they were 
driven out of the Country by the J/rae/ites. But it is a mi- 
ftake, what the Children of Heth faid and did to Abrabam, an- 
fwers the Character of very honeft Men who fear’d God. The 
manner of Abimelech King of Gerar’s Carriage towards Abra- 
ham and his Wife, fhews him not to be-an Idolater or a bad 
Man. The manner of Abimelech’s Succeflor’s Carriage to I/aac, 
teftified him to bea Man of a tender Confcience, who truly 
fear'd God. The occafion of the ill Opinion we have of the | 
Canaanites, is the Curfe Noab pronounc’d againft Canaan. But ° 
thefé fort of Sentences refpe€t neither the Perfons againft whom 
they are pronoune’d, nor their immediate Succeflors, as is irre- 
fragably prov’d by feveral Examples.. So that Medchifidec was 
one of the good that liv’d in Canaan, He was nota Prieft 
Extraordinary, by a peculiar and miraculous Call, but had the 
Priefthood by the way that was common and nfual in thofe Ages, 
which was by feniosity of Birth. , hits 
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‘Our Author fhews that he muft be one:of Noab's Sons, becaufe 
he is call’d she Priefti of the moft High God, or HighrPrieft : An 
‘Elogium that-could be given tonone but thofe who poffefs’d the 
Dignity of the: Priefthood ‘in the moft:Eminent manner. He 
‘fhows ’twas neither: Shem nor Fapber,. from whence it follows 
that it muft be Cham. Its true, the Name of Cham has an ill 
favour in the -Chutch, both Fews and Chriftians mutually ftrive 
to render his| Name odious, and by. moft hainous Accufations, en- 
-deavour to root out his Memory. But thefe Declamations have 
-not perhaps:fo much foundation as Men. imagine, for. what was 
-Cham’s.Crime, Mofes tells us that he faw his Fathers nakednefs 
when he was Drunk, and inftead of covering it went to declare 
to his Brethren. 

There was in this A€tion, Imprudence, want of refpe€t, 
Youth, and if you will Imprdence. ‘But yet it was not fo hainous 
as Lot’s Inceft, David’s Adultery and Murther in the Affair of 
Uriah and Bathfheba, as:Samfon's diforders and So/omon’s Idolatry. 
The’ particulas Crimes of the faid Men, are not proofs of their 
Reprobation, tho’ they be far greater than that of Cham. Who 
can tell us he did not repent of his Sin. We muft obferve that 
God in thofe Ancient times, would give us Types not only of 
-the Meffiah, but alfo of all things that fhould happen under the 
Covenant ‘of Grace. He would give us Figures both’ of ;Good 
and Evil; -So one part. of the Ancients Sins were typical; for 
the, moft part very light in themfelves, and fignifie fomething 
more Criminal than they are inthemfelves.. The ACtion of E/az 
who fold his Birthright for a Mefs of Lentil Pottage, is one of 
thofé Typical Sins; becaufe irs the Emblem of thofeé who Re- 
nounce the Glories of Heaven, for the Vanities. of the Earth. 
But Efax’s Sin was light in it felf, in comparifon of fo. many 
other Sins, which the moft Holy. Patriarchs committed. If St. 
Paul called Efau Prophane; it’s becaufe by his A€@tion he was the 
Type of the Prophane. . This Sin is alfo cailed Prophane in the 
fame Senfe, that the Sacrifices of the Ancient Law were called 
Propitiatory, only. becaufé they were the. Types of the Grand 
-Propitiatory Sacrifice Jefus Chrift. We muft remember that the 
Types .are-not that thing of which they are Types, E/aw might 
have been the Type of the Prophane, without being a Repro- 
hate. Before we condemn. him, we ought to know well the 
Hiftory of his AGtions, his Life and Death, of which we know but 


little. zig | 
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Its the fame with the Sin of Cham, as with that of E/az 
This Sin was'Fypical. His A€tion according to M. Furien, re-- 
prefented the Crime of thofé who would. difcover what God 
would have hid, and who would expofe, to ufe the Expreffion, 
the Providence of God and its Myfteries, to reproach, by their 
Prophane Curiofity, to peep too far into. thofe things which he. 

has cover’d witha Vail, to hide them from our fight. 
_ As to the Maledi&tion Noab pronounc’d againft Cham’s Po. 
{terity, that’s. no Lawful occafion to blacken the Life: of that 
Patriarch. _ It’s obfervable, Ncoab did not Curfe Cham, but Canaan 
Cham’s Son; which cannot be without a Myftery. It’s clear that 
God would foretel in this Oracle the Expulfion of the Canaanites, 
out of their Country, that Sem’s Children might fetrle there. 
We are not to ftretch’ Cham’s Punifhment any farther, nor apply 
it elfewhere. So if.we except the Cazaanites, we fhall not fee 
the effects of this Curfe on the other Pofterity of that Patriarch. 
Ir’s true, his Pofterity were Strangers to the Covenant, from 
Mofes to Jefus Chrift ; but it was the fame with the Poftérity of 
_ Faphet, tho’ that Patriarch was not cors’d by Noch, The Curfe 
on Canaan was only accomplifh’d on that Generation which liv’d 
in the time of *‘fo/hua ; and we are not to imagine that in Adbra- 
hams time, the Covaanxites were more curs’d and wicked than 
any other People. | 7 

But tho ’twere true, that the Curfe Noab pronounc’d was di- 
retted .to Cham becaufe of his Sin ; it does not follow that he 
was really cursd.. It was a Typical Curfe, the Confequence of 
a Sin that is to be confider’d as Typical, tho’ we do not deny 
but the Fault was real. The Myftery of Predeftination and Re- 
probation had its Types as well as other Myfteries. The free / 
Choice that God makes from all Eternity by his Ele€tion, and in 
time, by his Vocation, is reprefénted to us by the Choice of the 
Potterity of Shem,.at the fame time that he rejefts Cham and 
pafies by Fapler. -The fame Myftery is reprefented to usin 
the Adventures of Facob and Efaus; tho’ we cannot from thence 
infer the Reprobation of the latter ? Poor Efau, fays M. Faricu 
pleafantly and truly, zs /o cried down in. the Schools, that its 
hardly fafe to-take bis part, to maimtain that be was not repro- 
bated, or to think charitably of bis Salvation. A mighty pre- — 
jodice is form’d againft him, from: St. Paw/’s putting facob and 
him for the Emblem of Eternal Ele&tion and Reprobation. We 
{ce nothing in his Life, fays our Author, that makes a 7 
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bad Man, and I/aac who wasa Prophet, and a very Holy Man, 
‘would not have had fo much Affeftion for him, if he had been 
wicked and teprobate. | 

We are to apply to Chamall that we have been faying of E/ax. 
The Curfe that was pronounc’d againft his Race, and his Repro- 
bation were Typical, and did not relate to him Perfonally. So 
we are to believe that he repented, that he imitated the ACtions 
of his Father Noah, and rendred himfelf worthy of the greateft 
favours from God, It’s hard to conceive how a Man educated 
in a Holy Family, having before him none but good Examples, 
who had feen fuch great Miracles would be bad and wicked. 
‘© But there are, fays M. Furiez, certain Names in Hiltory, 
“ which are mark’d with the diltin€tion of bad, becaufe of the 
“ continual ufe our Orators make of them. in their Difcourfes. 
* Thefe Names of E/au, Cham, and Lot’s Wife cannot recover 
“ themfelves from the difgrace put upon them. Nay pans 
“ Martha, -Sifter to Alary and Lezarus, a very Pious Wo- 
“ man, has her Reputation fullied by the Figures of our Piea- 
** chers. , 

All this is faid to prove that. Cham was Melchifedec. There 


_ are few Divines but think that Medcbifedec was. a Canaanitifp 


Prince, 7. ¢. a Man of the accurfed Race of Cham, and of that 
very branch that was. accurfed. Why do we give this great 
honour to one of the Children of Cazaen, on whom the Curfe 
fell? And why do we refufe it to the Father, who in Truth 
was not accurfed. Who knows but God, after Chayz’s Repen- 
tance, chang’d his Name into, Me/cbifedec, becaufe the former 
was to become Infamous in the Church, and the latter was. to 
be eternally bleft. Py th re 
After the-Queftion of Melchifedec, M. Furiew treats of the 
Origine of Sacrifices. °Twas not Nature alone that taught Men 
to Sdcrifice.. It's true, that natural lights teach us that we are 
blame: worthy ; that God is provoked by us, and that we ought 
to endeavour to pacific him. But they do nor tell us that the 
way pleafé God, is to deftroy and annihilate in his Prefence 
living Creatures.

thing in it Da tey to thé Srate-of Innocence, in. which Adam 
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well betwixt thofé two Queftions, The firft, Whether the Se- 
venth Day was confidered as a Holy-Day before the time of 
Mofes; the fecond, If the ufe of Weeks was Knowp before the 
Deluge, and hefote the time of Mofés. ‘By what has been al- 
ready faid, we may fee what Anfwer to give to the firft Que- 
ftion ; but for the fecond, it is maintained that the Divifion. of 
Weeks has been ftom the beginning of time, and that all the Ea- 
ftern Nations divided Days into feven. It.is probable that the 
Patriarchs were ot ignorant that the World was Created in fix 
Days, and that God refted on the 7th; fo that it is probable 
they chofé that way of counting the Days that God had Confe- 
crated, which was the number of feven. Befides Nature led 
them to this, for as the Year is form’d by the Revolution ‘of 
the Sun, the Months are form’d by the Revolutions of 
the Moon, whofe four Quarters compofe each’ about feven 
Days. We cartiot doubt but.in Noah’s time the Days were 
counted by Weeks, fince that Patriarch waited feven Days 
after the Waters went off from the Earth, and fént out the 
Raven and the Pigeon. The Pigéon beingreturn’d, he let it out 
again at the end of other feven Days, and having brought an 
Olive-Branch in its Mouth, he waited other feven days, after- . 
wards he fent out the Rigen the third time. ‘This makes it 
clear that he a€ted and thought with refpeé&t to time as wedo at 
at prefent; for Wwe wait and referr things from one Week to 
another, whilft they arenot_in fiich -a Condition as we would 
have them. We may learn the fame thing from the Hiftory of 
Facob and Laban’s Son.’ The way .of pene by Weeks then 
began with the World, it continued inthe Eaft without. inter- 
ruption, and was infenbly introducd 4nto the Weft; but the 
Cuftom did not become Univerfal till the Emperors turn’d Chri- 
ftians. Mean while the Antiquity of the Weeks makes nothing 
for the. Antiquity of the Sabbath. The refpe€t which the Pagans 
feem’d to have'for the Seventh Day, was look’d upon by the 
greateft part of the Greeks and Romans, asa Jewifh, Forteign 
and abominable Devotion: - Rh Suit

ftivals common to all, but every Family had their Feltivals and 
Sacrifices when they thought good. Nor had they any Temples 
at fiurtt. The frit Affemblies for Publick Worthip were upon 
Mountains and in Woods. . The Mountains, becaufé of their ele- 
vation, feem’d moft proper for a Commerce; betwixt God» and 
Man. The Woods, becaufe of their Shade, were judg’d .moft 
proper to imprefs Mens Minds with fuch Refpett and Dread as 
might fit them for Devotion. . This firft Chureh had no fSlemn 
Affembly, Every Family had: their , parti¢ulas Devotions: for 
themfelves. Publick: Affemblies for. the Worfhip of God: were 
fo very few, before the time of Mo/es, that we don’e'find they 
wete eftablifh’'d among the, People of J/rae/, till a long stime af- 
ter their entrance into the Land of Canaan, In. Mofes’s Law we 
find not one. Precept for aflembling on the Sabbath-Day. . This . 
Law commands indeed all the Men of the Nation. to appear 
three times a Year before God, at. the Feaft of the Paffover, at 
the Feaft of: Pentecoft;.and at that of Tabernacles, but he does - 
not order-them to. meet. ca. the Sabbath-Day. in one Place for » 
.Publick Worthip , on the contrary, he orders every one of them — 
to continue in his own abode. 1t’s true, we find in the New 
Teflament, that it was the Cuftom of the Jews, fometime be. 
fore the Coming. of our Saviour, to meetin their Synagogues, 
in otder to ferve. God there every Sabbath ; but this Cuftomdoes 
not appear to be very ancient. The Synagogues’ feemr not. td 
have taken their Rife till the. Captivisy.of Babylomy, after the 
Temple. was deftroy’d, for there’s.no' mention made of them. be- 


fore that time. . ‘The Jews finding themfely tran{ported to the. 


Country of Babylon, where they had no; ‘Femple, refolv'd. to 
build in the Towns where they dwelr, Houfes, which were fince 
call’d Sy nagogues,to ferve God in every Sabbath.

they found that thefé, Synagogues, and. Affemblies held . in them,

‘ wholfome Laws for the fuppreflion of Idolatry, Magick, and ill 
“Manners. On the other hand, he was {o.jealous of his Autho- 
“rity, that upon the leaft appearance of a defign’d UWfurpation, 
“there was no end-of his Inquifitions. In his foreign Wars he 
“was generally unfortunate, and the lea ill fuccefs made him - 
‘ difcompos’d and dejected , in his Civil contefts he was always. 
*profperous, and upon every advantage he.grew proud_and in- 

“folent. He fuffer’d himfelf to be govern’d toomuch by his. 
‘Wives, Eunuchs and defigning Courtiers, who by, their. abo- 

“minable Flatteries mifled and infatuated him. He was not al- 

“ ways conftant in his Favowrs,but often recalled what he had be- 

“fore beftow’d. Add to allthis that the innocent Blood he caus’d - 
“to be ee Pe Reign, and the protection he gave the . 
“ Arians, in whofe behalf he difcountenanc’d and«perfecuted the 

‘Orthodox Chriftians, thrufts bim out of the Company of good | 
* Princes, and feems to havedrawn down the Vengeance.of Hea- . 
‘ven upon himéfelf, his Family, andtheEmpire. > 


Next to Con/tantins fucceeded Yulian, Sirnam’d the Apoftate, 
who ioon after his Advancement to the Imperial Dignity, threw. 
off-the Mask, open’d the Heathen Temples, and deals craftily 
with the Chriftians.. One of the firftthings he did, ia his fhort 
Reign was to punifh fuch as had the Misfortune-to have been his . 
Enemies formerly, and among the relt Ngrinus feil a Vidim 
to his Cruelty, who for his gallant Fidelity to-his Prince .Con- 
ftantins,was condemn’d to be burnt alive, which-Sentence was 
executed upon. him accordingly. After. this, Julian. fets upon 
reforming the.Court and Camp, enlarges Con/fantinople by the 
addition. of many beautiful Buildings; takes a Progrefs Eaft- 
ward towards Antioch, where he fell oat with the Inhabitants 
ofthat City, and endeavours to.rebuild the Temple of Feru/a- 
lem,, from. which he was.diverted .by a Prodigy. . Of ‘this laft 

Affair be-pleafed: to. take.the Account as related by-the Author, - 
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in thefe Words. * Fulian willing to fupprefs the Chriftians, 
‘knew that Chriftianity was fuppos’d to fucceed, and to be 
founded upon the Ruins of Fudai/m, whothought if he could 
“once reftore the old Cerémonies and Sacrifices of that Religi- 
“on, he fhould raife a great Argument againft the Truth and 
‘ Progrefs of the former ; and the readieft:-wayto which, wasto - 
“rebuild the Tentple of Ferufalem, which had been long fince™ 
“deftroyed” by Titus Vefpafian. - Hereupom he-was refolv’d to 
© effect it, how great foever the Expence fhould ‘be, and. com- 
© mitted the care of it.to Abpius ansAntiochian, who iad for-

© couraged the Jems to be aflifting-to fo good-a Work, deliring 
¢%em to pray-the Sovereignty of the Univerfe to profper-him 
‘in his Expedition againft the Perfiaus, releafed *em from feve- 
© ral Impofitions with -which they.had been charg’d, and pre- -. 
© mis’d “em all the Happinefs they.could expect under. his Ad- 
¢miniftration. . Alypius applied himfelf diligently.to tits-Work, 
*and was.aflifted in it by:the Governor of the-Province; but: 
©on.a-fudden dreadful Balls of Fire broke.outfrom the Ground, 
© where the. Foundations were laid, and confuming. the Works . 
*-made the place inaceeflible’. This, with other unlucky Omens; . 
put a ftopto-the Delign, which:Narrative our Author has bor- 
rowed from Avimianus Marcellinus.. The laft AG of his Life 
was. his Expedition-againft the Perfians, wherein he received a. 
Wound, of which he died, breathing out his laft Breath with- 
this blafphemous Expreflién,. Thou baft Conquer’d, O Galilean. - 


As to his Character, our Author informs us; That even ovr- 
Chriftian Writers, who cannot be fafpedcted inclinable to flatter. 
him, own he enriched the Empire with a great many excellent-- 
Qualities; that he was Valiant,:Chaft, Prudent, Patient of La- - 
bour, a great lover-of Learned Mea, being himfelf Learned and. 
Eloquent. _ His Exploits againft the Germaas were extraordi- 
nary, .confidering his Youth and Education, .which had. pre-’ 
pard him more to the Gown thanthe Swords Ontthe other: © 
hand, his beft Friends,. it feems, allow him to have been Super- 
{titious tothe higheit Degree, Hot, Talkative and [nconfiderate; . 
That he was very much given to Vain-glory, and Oltentation ; 
that in many things he was guided more by his own. Homour - 
- than the.Adyvice.of his ableft Gounfellors. . |

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OF the Aéttons of Jovian, who fucceeded Julian in the Em- 
pire, We have but a fhort Account, fince he reign’d no more 
than feven Months and twenty Days, and had only junit time’to 
fight, and afterwards make a dhonourable Peace with the Per- 
fians. As to bis Ciaratter, ‘ He is faid (obferves our Hiltorian ) 

‘in many things to have imitated Conflantixs, for he ufually 
* difpatch’d Botiaefs after Dinner, and loved to difcourfe merri- 
“ly with thofe about him. He was a great Friend to the Chti- 
* ftian Religion, proteting the Chriftians from the Malice of the 
“Heathens, and defending the Orthodox Believers againit the 
* Arian Hereticks ; tho’ he often declar’d he hated al] Difputes, 
‘and agreat elteem for thofe who promoted a Union in the 
‘Church. He had fo great a veneration for Athanafins, that he 
‘delired him to fend him a form of Faith, which as a Rule 
“might preferve him from falling intoError. Whereupon - 
* thanafius fummon’d, a Synod at Alexandria, where they unani- 
‘ moully agreed upon a Creéd, conformable to that of Arce, 
“to which they all fubfcrib’d, and tranfmitted it to the Empe- 
‘ror. He was fometimes Magnificent, tolerably well Learned, 
* Affable and Courteous. By-the few Officers he prefer’d dur-

Thus much for Fovian ; we proceed to his Succeflor Valenti. 
pian, who from a Tribune in the Army, was by univerfal Con- 
. fent chofen Emperor. But of this Emperors AGions, during 
the twelve Years of his Reign, it would be too tediousto give a 
particular Account. Let it fuffice only to infert the Speech he 
made to the Army upon his firft Ele@ion, from whence we may 
gather am Idea‘ot his future Conduét.. When-fome of the:Sol- 
diery feém’d to be Mutinous, and defired him when feated on 
the Throne, to nominate a Collegue, he after two Signals for 
Silence, without any interruption, delivered himfelf in thefe —

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‘that Cruelly fhook and tore it into pieces! wit as fome of 
‘her Ancient Citizens chofe to provoke Death by a Sword or 
‘Poifon, rather than wait its leifure under the fatigues of a 
. * painful lingring Diftemper; fo that ‘State, grown old and in- 
‘firm, may be faid to have chofen a violent Subverfion, rather 
‘than a natural Diffolution’. How juft thisRemark is, the Se- 
quel of the Roman Hiftory abundantly proves. ‘For no fooner 
had-they adniitted the Gorhs into their Territories, but by the 
Incurfions of thefe, and other Foreign People, the Empire 
dwindled away, and became at-laft a mere Shadow and Skele- 


ten of an Empire. 


But to leave this Remark, and to keep to the Thread of the 
Hiftory. Upon Valentinian’s Death, his Son Valentinian was de- 
clared Emperor, tho* an Infant ;-/alens and Gratian his Fathers 
Coillegues in the Empire continuing to be fo ftill. In the be- 
pinning of his Reign the Gorhs became very troublefome, de- 
‘feated the Romans, and laid Siege (tho’ without fuccefs) to 
Adrianople. However afterwards they defeated the Roman Army, 
in which Engagement Valens was flain, of whom our Author 
gives'us a Character as reprefented by the Ecclefiaftical Wri- 
ters. Soon after the Death of Valens, Gratian caus’d Theodofivs 
to be declared Emperor, and returned from the Eaft in or- 
der to go to Gaul, where he was, at the Inftigation of the U- 
furper Alaximus, kill’d by a Ruffian. * Gratian was (fays our 
‘ Author) a Priace on whom the moft inveterate of Pagan 
‘Writers have faftned no ill Character. For not to mention 
‘ his School-mafter Ax/fonius, they all agree that he was Mo- 
“deft, Gentle, Eloquent and Sincere; that he was Abftemious, 
‘Sober, Frugal, but not Parfimonious; Devout, but no way 
. ©Superititious. In a Word,' he was worthy a longer : Life, 

* but is not the only good Priice whom Treafon and Ambition 
“have brought to an untimely Death. °3 


After Gratian’s Death, Theodofixs was refolved. upon punifhe 
ing-A4aximus, who had not only by his treafonable Pratices 
murdet’d Gratian, and ufurp’d-his Authority, but attempted 
the fame-upon Valentinian, and had now:driven him out of his 
Dominions. ‘Purfuant to this Refolution, Theodofins Marches 
againft him, defeats Alaximus, who retires to Aquileia, where 
ae is taken and Beheaded. 

But 
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But-not to mention any more particulars.of. this Chapter, 
we -fhall conclude our Account of it with the Charaéter given 
by our Author of Theodofins. © The Reader (fays he) will con- 
“clude, that he died univerfally lamented, when he confiders 
€that he feem’d fent as an univerfal Blefling into the World, 
and that.he was called to the Empire when the Neceffities of 
€ the State-required a Perfon of Experience; Courage, Condntt; 
‘and Perfeverance. He ow’d much to Fortune, but more to 
‘ himfelf, and..was made Emperor more for the fake of ,others 
“whom he was togovern than hisown. His Vertues were as 
© great, whilft he lived a private Life, but became afterwards 
‘more confpicuous ; and as at firft he difcountenance’d Vice by 
“his Example, fohe afterwards fupprefs’d it by his Authority. 
© His Modefty at firft refafed that Power which the moit defer- 
‘ving of his Predeceflors had courted with Ambition, but he 
‘made it appear by the Iflue,, that no Man kuew how tq be 
© Great better than himfelf. He was a Prince of exemplary 
©‘ Temperance; curious in the choice of his great Miniiters and 
“ Counfellors ; juft to his Friends, and generous evento his E- 
“nemies. In him (addsour Author) we may. fay were colledct- 
ed all the rare Qualities that. were. fo eminent in the firft Ro- 
* mans,;, he had the. Chaftnefs of the Lonrifices, the Moderation 
“of the Confuls, the Grandeur of the Patricians, and the Meek- 
‘nefs and Humility of the Clients. The Wars he was engag’d 
‘in during his Reign, were of other Men’s kindling, not his 
© own, and he only by his Courage and Condué@ put a {top to 
* what others by their Tyranny and Ambition -had begun, How 
‘kind a Father he was to the Publick, appears in his leflening 
* the burden of Taxes, and that at. .a time, according to Themi- 
- © fiius, when he had fuch an Army on foot as the Roman Empire 
* hardly ever faw before: He was juft in his Dealings to all 
* Men, but fond of thofe thar. were, Good, making the Great- 
© nefs of his Mind to appear in his Liberality and Munificence 
“towards them. He is faid both in Body and Mind to have re- 
“fembled Trajan, only Theodofins was more Graceful and Ma- 
* jeftick, befides he was a ftranger to Trajans Vices, fuch as 
* Drunkennefs, Incontinency, and Ambition’.

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In this Chara@ter of Theodofins, it feems all the Heathen Au- 
thors of thofe Times, except Zozimus, unanimovfly agree, tho’ 
at the fame time, notwithftanding the Power of Prejudice, the 
force of Truth is prevalent in him, when he confeffes that as. 
by Nature this Prince was Idle and una@tive, giving himfelf up 
to all manner of Debauchery, when the Affairs of the State left 
him at leifure for it; fo when he was call’d upon by any imminent 
Danger, that threatned the publick Safety, he rovz’d -himfelf 
asfrom a Dream, fhook off thofe Vices of his Nature, and went 
as readily to work as if Labour and Difficulties had been: fami- - 
liar to him. 


Chriftian Authorshave (faysour Hiftorian) commended him 
upon another Account, his Zeal for the Chriltian Religion, in 
which he equall’d, if not exceeded any of his glorious Predecef- 
fors. Many Inftances they. have given us of his great Care for, 
and Submiflion to, the Ordinances of the Church, and of his Spi- 
ritual Obedience 3 particularly Sozomex tells us, that whilft the 
Emperor continued*in Jraly, after the defeat of Afaximus, an Ine. 
furre@tion happen’d at Theffalonica, in which:the Seditious Kili’d 
Botericus the Emperor’s Lieutenant in Ulyricum, and feveral of 
the Magiftrates ; that Theodofins being inform’d of it, commiand- 
ed a great:number of the Mutineers to be put-to Death; bbe at 
the Interceffion. of St: Ambrofe he revok’d his-Orders and ‘par- 
don’d them. wed

As tothe fecond Covenant, our Author defines it-to be, That 
which was not only made with the Jews, but with all Nations, 
tinder the Mediation of afar greater Perfon than A‘ofes, viz. 
Jefus Chrift the only Son of God; upon Conditions of Faith and 
Repentance on their part: on’God’s, That‘he would pardon 
former Sins, and beftow his holy Spirit upon Men,whereby they 
Should be enabled to lead anew Life, accérding to the Terms 
of the Gofpel ; which if they duly perform’d, then he would 
beftow a better Country upon them than that of Canaan, viz. 
of Heaven, where they fhould enjoy all poffible Glory and Hap- 
pinefs with the holy Jefus, the Mediator of this Covenant, who 
confirm’d it with his own Blood, infinitely more precious than 
the Blood of Beafts ; and which therefore is to be look’d’ npon 
as a Covenant not to’ be fucceeded by any other. 


Before he proceeds to examine the feveral parts of thefe two 
Covenants thus defin’d, he thinks it convenient to fatisfie tke 
Reader why he has taken no notice of the Covenants faid to be 
made with Adam and Abraham. The Reafons of which he tells 
us are, (1.) Becaufe he does not-find any ground for aflerting 
a formal Covenant in the firft cafe, there being only a Prohibi- 
tion given to Adam againf{t eating ofthe Tree of Knowlege of 
Good and Evil, and a Threatning annex’d to it of certain 
Death upon the Tranfgrefflion' of it..

caufe he does not find either of thefé called'the firft Covenant in 
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Scripture, but that: made with’ the Jews, at’ Mount Sinai, for 


which he cites Fer.:31, gt. Heb. 8. 8. to the end, Gal. 4. 
24. and refers us to Heb. 12. 18. to thevend, 


Having clear’d this Point, our Author proceeds to treat of 
the feveral Parts of the firft Covenant, as before ftated. And 
here in the firft place obferves, that the Perfons with whomit 
was made were oaly Jews, or thofe of other Nations who of 
their own accord would come in and fubicribe to it. Thefe (fays 
he) who fubmitted to Circumcifion, and all the Laws given by 
Mofes, were {tid by them Profely:i.

That the Worhhip preferib’d by the Law was very Charge- 
able and Expenfive : For feeingit coafilted. of offering.up Beaft 
by way of Homage, or by way of Atonement, with Meat ang 
Drink Offerings annex’d to them, it could not be a cheap Ser- 
vice; for this he refers us tothe 28th aad 29th Chapters of 
Numbers.
